Hundreds of 
thousands of New Yorkers are under mandatory 
evacuation orders, especially in low-lying areas.  The city 
is facing a seawater surge of anywhere from 6 to 11 feet.  
City officials have also shut down the mass transit 
system. 
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Some local gas stations are now out of gas, including this 
one on Pontiac Avenue in Cranston.  It appears the large 
number of people who rushed to fill up their cars before 
the storm, drained the tanks at some gas stations.

A USA Today article 
accuses North Kingstown of 'doing little' to prepare for 
flood from the hurricane. And that has the town manager 
furious. He says the town has been working with the 
federal government for years to prepare for and minimize 
the impact of flooding.

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Federal authorities are looking for the public’s help to 
prevent problems at the polls later today.

Nestle is recalling 
200,000 canisters of Nesquik because they could be 
contaminated with Salmonella.  The canisters in question 
have a use by date of October 2014. 
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Starting next year, Bay State residents suffering with 
painful medical conditions will have another option for 
legal pain management. On Tuesday Massachusetts 
voted 'yes' to the ballot question about legalizing 
marijuana for medical use. I really don't agree with it, 
because I don't want my two grandchildren to have easy 
access for it. The new rule will allow patients under the 
regular care of a physician to have up to a 60 day supply 
of marijuana for their personal medical use. 
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It seems there's "no place like the auction block" for the 
iconic blue dress Judy Garland wore in The Wizard of Oz.

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Threatening Twitter posts, incriminating Face Book 
pictures, evidence these three suspects practically 
handed over to authorities…evidence that landed them 
behind bars.  “When you post something online you really 
do so at your own peril”. 
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Immediately after the storm, there were some reports of 
looting on Staten Island, and the Jersey Shore.  Storm 
victims are warning would be burglars they are armed and 
aren’t afraid to use weapons. 
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Coverage you trust is in your neighborhood...beginning in 
Providence with a virtual exchange. There was an 
interactive video conference with students in Qatar this 
morning - where they discussed climate change and how 
it might affect the future. The conference involved 
students in the Advanced Placement Environmental 
Science program, and is part of a year-long curriculum-
based virtual exchange program. 
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Pension reform was on the agenda at last night’s 
Cranston City Council meeting.  But, the talk of the 
meeting was a chicken ordinance.  The council narrowly 
passed measures that will allow residents to keep 
chickens.  Residents with chickens say it’s part of the 
“gathering your own food movement”.    
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New at 11...There will be a tree lighting ceremony at the 
Rhode Island statehouse despite the Chafee 
administration originally saying there wouldn't be!  But the 
debate of Christmas Tree versus Holiday Tree is once 
again making national headlines.        
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Powerball fever is growing this morning, and so is the 
jackpot.  Getting all five numbers and the Powerball will 
mean half a billion dollars for the winner …that’s before 
taxes.  NBC’s Jay Gray says, despite the odds, plenty of 
people are taking the chance.  
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It's a sign of the times... A-T-and-T is laying off dozens of 
operators.     71 telephone operators will be let go in 
Connecticut.  There used to be about 4,000 in that state, 
but now they're down to only 100 or so. Many of those job 
cuts will come from A-T-and-T's New London office. 
People use smart-phones these days... So calls for 
Directory Assistance are now few and far between. 
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There are new developments in a huge local wind energy 
project.  It looks like there will be shore side operations in 
both Quonset and New Bedford.  Deepwater Wind wants 
to build a wind farm with 150 turbines.  They are hoping to 
clear the federal permitting process by the year 2015. 
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In health news, researchers may have found a new clue 
about what causes autism.  A recent study found that the 
risk factors can go up when babies are exposed to air 
pollution from cars.   
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Jet Blue is bringing non- stop service to Florida.  The first 
plane was greeted by the Patriots Cheerleaders, a jazz 
band and even water cannons.  Airport officials think the 
arrival of Jet Blue, plus a runway expansion plan will help 
lead to an economic turnaround at TF Green. 
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A new large study found aspirin users were 41 percent 
less likely to be diagnosed with liver cancer and 45 
percent less likely to die from chronic liver disease than 
non-aspirin users. Researchers hope these findings could 
lead to new ways to help prevent liver disease. 
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Here's an excuse to go to the spa -- a new study suggests 
short-term exposure to the essential oils used for 
aromatherapy may lower your risk for heart problems!  
Researchers in Taiwan studied one hundred healthy, non-
smoking spa workers who were exposed to essential oils 
for two hours in a lab. They found their blood pressure 
and heart rate went down fifteen minutes after the start of 
the study -- and lasted an hour.

The bridge re-opened last 
month after being heavily damaged by the 2010 floods. 
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Ford is recalling thousands of its new Escape SUV’s and 
Fusion Sedans.  The companies say the vehicles with 1.6 
liter engines can overheat and catch fire.  The company 
says it has reports of 12 fires in Escapes and one in a 
fusion.  No injuries have been reported.  Ford says its 
working on a fix and is asking owners to call their dealers 
who will loan them another car at no charge until the 
problem is solved. 
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Waiting for help?  Complaints of long wait times directed 
at the Rhode Island Department of Labor and Training.   
Tonight we're getting answers for you! Just fewer than 60-
thousand Rhode Islanders don't have jobs. About half are 
collecting unemployment benefits.  John Marques (Marks) 
was laid off from his construction job the day before 
Thanksgiving.  He says it took him an hour and 20 
minutes to get through to someone.     
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Wellesley College joins Harvard, M-I-T and other schools 
in offering free non-credit/non-degree classes on line.   
The liberal arts courses will stream on the nonprofit 'Ed-X' 
system for worldwide access. A diploma will still cost you 
money! 
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A man is turning heads in Boston for his unusual living 
arrangements.  Michael Smith makes his home on Boston 
Harbor living out of his canoe. Smith has caught the 
attention of the US Coast Guard, but so long as he stays 
in public waters, what he’s doing is considered recreation. 
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Chickening out!    Cranston Mayor Allan Fung VETOES 
an ordinance allowing residents to keep chickens in their 
backyards! Fung says he rejected the ordinance because 
of concerns about RATS! He said the chickens could also 
have a negative impact on home values.  
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The celebrated pension reform that came out of the 
general assembly last year will take center stage on 
Friday!  At a hearing scheduled on the lawsuit filed by 
public employees unions. If the reforms stand, it will save 
taxpayers 2-billion dollars a decade, over the next 20 
years. But Governor Lincoln Chafee, who signed the bill 
into law, is now talking with unions about changes to the 
plan. The union position is talk with us, or we fight you.

It's important to note 
that the tree is an official STATE tree, while the menorah 
is sponsored by a private organization.

Right now-- the Taunton casino bid is worth 500-
million dollars. 
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Dozens of same sex couples are now legally wed in the 
Pacific Northwest.  A new law took effect in Washington 
State yesterday, legalizing same sex marriage.  Marriage 
licenses have been available in Washington since 
Thursday, but a three day waiting period meant yesterday 
was the first day couples could tie the knot. 
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Bullying Allegations!  A local mother demanding action--
after her son is allegedly ATTACKED at a middle school 
in Johnston.  Chief I-Team reporter Jim Taricani has the 
exclusive details.  
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Meantime in Providence, about 100 firefighters picketed 
outside of a fundraiser for state treasurer Gina Raimondo 
last night.  This video shot outside of Rick’s Roadhouse in 
down city last night. The workers said they were 
protesting against treasurer’s Raimondo’s pension 
overhaul plan. 
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Voters are trickling in to polling places in Central Falls 
where a new mayor will be in place for the first time in a 
decade.  The special election is being called to replace 
the resigned and convicted Charles Moreau.  But, timing 
is not helping turnout according to the former city 
councilor and precinct warden, Tong Goes. 
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Online retailer Amazon has reached a deal with 
Massachusetts to start collecting sales tax from bay state 
residents.  The deal kicks in next November 2st, 2013.  It 
was announced by Governor Deval Patrick earlier.  
Patrick said the deal is a win for both sides since the bay 
state will receive approximately one hundred million 
dollars in taxes.  Not all consumers agree.   
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Massachusetts wants to sell you a lottery ticket online. 
State Treasurer Steven Grossman will ask the Legislature 
to allow that, and to let you use a credit card to pay. and it 
could include new games the Lottery Commission is 
developing specifically for online play, like fantasy sports 
games.

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A labor dispute at Women and Infants Hospital is over.  
Nurses and other unionized staff have overwhelmingly 
approved a new four-year contract.  The deal calls for pay 
raises. And it requires employees to start contributing to 
the cost of health care.  The agreement covers 17-
hundred workers at Women and Infants. 
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A veteran Providence school teacher is calling it quits.   
And, he made the announcement on You Tube.  
“I’ve had it, I quit.”  He claims he found a way to help 
some of the students learn how to read. Students he says 
were dyslexic.

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Starting today, police officers will be stationed in 
every elementary school in Coventry.

The total number of 
unemployed residents did fall by 100 people, 
compared to October. 
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The director of the Institute for Non-Violence says ---
Americans own more guns than anyone else on the 
planet.     He agrees that more laws won't stop 
violence. But he believes it could keep some 
weapons off the streets.  Teny Gross wants to see 
background checks, including the medical history of 
anybody who wants to buy a gun. 
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The group OUR Wal-Mart is singing a different 
Christmas carol there.  They tried getting into the 
store on Silver Spring Street - but were met by police 
and told to move to the curb. T he group, which 
included labor organizers - blamed Wal-Mart for a 
factory fire in Bangladesh that killed more than a 100 
garment workers last month.  Protestors argue pay is 
so low, that some Wal-Mart employees are on public 
assistance.  
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It looks like the City of Providence will soon be hiring 
18 new police officers.  Today’s Providence Journal 
reports the city has received 4.9 million federal dollars 
to pay the salaries of those new officers.  The money 
will be good for three years of salaries.   
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Miss Universe is back in Rhode Island for the 
holidays!  We caught up with her at her family’s house 
yesterday afternoon.  She’s excited to be home.  
Culpo says since winning, a lot of local people are 
recognizing her on the street.    
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In Providence, Bishop Thomas Tobin presided over 
Mass at the Cathedral of Saints Peter and Paul.

The sales tax is 
slated to bring in about $887 million for the state in 
the fiscal year ending in June. The Providence 
Journal reports any lost revenue could come from 
increasing other state taxes. 
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Adoption Ban! Lawmakers in Russia approve a 
controversial law, BANNING adoptions to American 
families!  The legislation could impact hundreds of 
families waiting to adopt.
